RESCUE EFFORTS FUTILE 


Earle F. Marean, 60 years old, of 1315 
Kingman place northwest, died yester- 
day afternoon a few minutes after he 
had been dragged from the surf at Vir- 
ginia Beach, according to word received 
by relatives here. Marean’s neck was 
broken, apparently as the result of be-

Supreme Body Set Up in 


Council, Charge of 
Norway Delegate. 


POLAND OFFERS NEW 
ACT TO OUTLAW WAR 


Original One Deprived of Its 
Teeth; Second Calls for 
Nonaggression Pacts. 


Geneva, Switzerland, Sept. 8 (A.P.). 
Interest in Geneva today was divided 
between scathing attacks made by 
eminent delegates of the smaller na- 
tions against the policy of secrecy of 
the council of the League of Nations, 
and also the tendency of the big pow- 
ers to settle vital problems’ among 
themselves and Poland’s attempt to 
put before the assembly a declaration 
outlawing war that really meant 
something. 

Norway and Lithuania Joined Sweden 
in demanding that the league council 
adopt a less passive attitude in inter- 
national political probleme. If the ap- 
plause and later comments of the 
mixed public galleries are to te taken 
as a criterion the general reaction to 
this is that the criticism heard in the 


past few days—will serve a useful pur- 
pose in preventing the league from 


becoming lethargic and will put in- 
creased vim into its activities, par- 
ticularly disarmament activities. 


Polish Pjan Modified. 


Because of the opposition of the 
foreign ministers of some of the big 
powers, Poland reluctantly trimmed 
down its original elaborate nonaggres- 
sion pact until it became a mere skele- 
ton oz: two articles. One of these for- 
bids all war as means of sdlving in- 
ternational disputes; the other stipu- 
lates that all international quarrels 
must be settled by pacific means. 

The jurists of the great powers sat 
throughout the night and insisted: that 
the word “war” should be modified 
into the phrase “war of aggression.”

AR LINERS FORCED DOWN 


Croydon, England, Friday, Sept. 9 
(A.P.).—The weary watchers on Croy- 
don Field were still without, news of 
the Canadian plane, Sir John Carling, 
at 1 o’clock this morning. 

Searchlights were blazing into the 
overhanging clouds in the hope of aid- 
ing the fliers to make a landing if by 
any chance they had crossed the At- 
lantic without having been sighted by a 
single ship. 

Two planes of the Imperial Airways, 
flying from Paris, and one plane of 
the Dutch Royal Air Service, from Am- 
sterdam, were unable to reach the 
Croydon Airdrome last night because 
of low-lying clouds hanging over the 
hills surrounding the field. They were 
compelled to descend at 8 o’clock in a 
landing field at Penshurst, 19 miles 
southeast tof Croydon. Their passen- 
gers were sent to Croydon by automo- 
biles. 

On their arrival here the passengers 
described flying conditions as wretched 
because of rain clouds and wind. They 
expressed doubt that the Canadian 
plane, Sir John Carling, would be able 
to find the Croydon Field owing to the 
low visibility. 

Edward C. Burkon, of Ottawa, On- 
tario, who is a member of the On- 
tario Provincial Air Force, and has 
often flown with Capt. Tully in patrol- 
ling the forests, came to Croydon Field 
last night to greet Tully, who he says 
is a very superior flier. Burkon ex- 
pressed uneasiness about the Carling 
because of the bad weather. 

Colored searchlights are flashing all 
night in Croydon Field and all landing 
lights are burning in hope of guiding 
the Sir John Carling should it man- 
age to reach the London area. Only 
professional fliers, air ministry Officials 
and reporters are keeping vigil on the 
rain-swept field in the hope that the 
Carling may weather the storm.

FIRST TRIPLE EXECUTION 


Baltimore, Md., Friday, Sept. 9 (A.P.). 
Three negroes, all of them convicted 
murderers, were hanged shortly after 
midnight in the Maryland Penitentiary, 
the first triple execution in the history 
of Baltimore. 

Arthur Swann was executed first. The 
trap was pulled at 12:13 a. m., and 
he was pronounced dead at 12:23. 
Ottie Simmons and William Henry Ross 
followed in order, being pronounced 
dead at 12:45 and 12:55 respectively. 

Ross was sentenced on June 13 in 
a Hagerstown, Md., court for the murder 
of Mrs. Lottie McElfresh, Frederick; Md., 
during an attempt at criminal assault. 

Swann and Simmons received the 
death sentence in Frederick, Md., for 
the murder of Edward Carpenter, of In- 
dian Head, Md., on January 8. Robbery 
was the motive. 


Mr. Carpenter was shot down while 
returning to his home at Rison, Md., 
from Indian Head, where he was em- 
ployed at the Naval Proving Grounds. 
He died at Providence Hospital. Swan 
and Simmons were captured- shortly 
after the shooting, and confessed to 
police that they had killed and robbed 
were arrested on information furnished 

When the men were arersted feeling 
ran high in the neighborhood, and 
citizens threatened to lynch them.

Take-Off at Hanoi, Indo- 
China, Brings First News 
Since Rangoon Start 


CARLING PILOTS MISSING 
ON THE TRIP TO ENGLAND 


Two Ships Give Up Hope for 
the Old Glory and End 
Search at Sea. 


Hanoi, Friday, Sept. 9 (A.P.), 
—The globe-circling airplane 
Pride of Detroit left Hanoi for 
Hongkong at 8:15 a. m. today. 
It is due at Hongkong at 1 p. m. 


(Associated Press.) 

News of the departure of the Pride 
of Detroit from Hanoi relieves the fears 
for the safety of her crew, William 8. 
Brock and Edward F. Schlee, which had 
been felt, in view of the lack of ad- 
vices as to their progress since they 
left Rangoon, Burma, Thursday 
morning. 

When the fliers left Rangoon, with 
Bangkok, Siam, as their goal, they 
stated that, if bad weather were en- 
countered at the latter place, they 
would continue on to Hanoi. From 
Rangoon to Bangkok is 375 miles and 
from Bangkok to Hanoi 625. Their 
present hop, from Hanoi to Hongkong, 
is 600 miles. 

The north Atlantic yesterday still held 
as an agonizing secret, the fate of four 
planes and 10 lives and somewhere in 
the wide Pacific rests the answer to 
the complete disappearance of three 
planes and seven persons in the Dole 
flight to Honolulu. 

No Trace of the Old Glory. 


No trace had been found of the Old 
Glory late yesterday and the Sir John 
Carling was long overdue. 

Ships still plowed the sea in search 
of the Rome-bound Old Glory, but 
hope had been practically abandoned 
for her three occupants. 

Hope was still felt for the two pilots 
of the Sir John Carling, but the fact 
that it was hours overdue and no 
word had been heard of it since it 
left Newfoundland caused grave anxiety. 

As sea, sky and land in three wide- 
ly separated sections of the world 
were being scanned for missing avia- 
tors, the wave of revulsion against 
further hazardous flights continued to 
mount. 

Leading papers and spokesmen for 
aviation in many countries now have 
joined the protest against further risk 
of brave men in what they term gain- 
less “stunt flying.” Paris papers yes- 
terday, especially, were vigorous in 
their condemnation of plans for fur- 
their long distance flights this year. 

The campaign has begun to have 
results, apparently. Backers of the 
Royal Windsor flight wired the pilots 
at Windsor, Ont., a “suggestion” that 
the entire plan be abandoned and 
the Junkefs pilots, waiting favorable 
weather at Dessau, were called to Ber- 
lin, assumably for similar advice. 


Anxiety Felt at London. 


London, Sept. 8 (A.P.).—Added to 
the worry over the nonarrival of the 


anxiety because of lack of news of 
the progress of the Pride of Detroit, 
carrying W. S. Brock and Edward F. 
Schlee on a round-the-world air flight. 
The plane left Rangoon for Bangkok, 
Siam, early this morning, and nothing 
has been heard of it since. The dis- 
tance from Rangoon to Bangkok is 
about 350 miles, but there is a pos- 
sibility that the airmen, having “de- 
cided to omit Bangkok, might fly to 
Hanoi, French Indo-China, which 
would more than double their intended 
flight. Anxiety therefore ‘does not yet 
amount to apprehension. 


Canadians Are Missing. 


New York, Sept. 8 (A.P.).—The Ca- 
nadian monoplane Sir John Carling 
was believed tonight to have ended its 
flight to London in that port of migs- 
ing planes which has engulfed eight 
others in the course of the summer. 
The last of these eight was the 
American monoplane Old Glory, which 
disappeared yesterday and of which ho 
trace had been found tonight. 

The Carling, manned by Capt. Ter- 
rance Tully and Lieut. James Medcalf, 
took off from Harbor Grace, Newfound. 
land, at 7:25 a. m., Eastern standard 
time, yesterday, and from the moment 
it faded from the sight of watchers on 
the field no eye has been reported ay 
having beheld it. 

At 3:17 o'clock on the same morning 
Old Glory, which previously had been 


reported proceeding swiftly over land 
and sea, sent out its electrifying 8 O 8, 


giving its position only as “five hours 
out of Newfoundland, east.””

Mrs. C. H. Gtay, of Americus, Ga., 
mother of the woman defendant, 
fainted when the verdict was read. Her 
daughter, dressed in deep black, seized 
the fainting woman and her concern 
over her mother ee out any signs 
on. her face of relief that might have 
shown, 

The slain sheriff's mother, Mrs. Julia 
Hollis Willis, of Greenville, who had 
(sat beside her daughter-in-law through- 
re the long trial, was not in the court 
room. She had gone home after the 
long morning séssion. 


Couple Hugged and Kissed. 


Friends and relatives of the widow 
and the former deputy crowded about 
them shaking their hands, hugging 
and kissing them. Judge Milledge L. 


Bonham, presiding, had warned the 
crowd that no demonstration would be 
permitted but did not interfere with 
the scene centering around the two 
just freed. 

Mrs. Willis personally thanked the 
jurors and Judge Bonham. Asked if 
she had a statement to make, she re- 
plied: “The jury made my statement 
for me,” But added that she intended 
to remain in Greenville and devote her 
life to her four daughters and do every- 
thing possible to find the slayer of’ 
her husband, 

Townsend likewise expressed his 
thanks to the jurors and presiding 
judge. Mrs. Townsend was tearful. but 
obviously happy. She had testified 
that her husband was at home on the 
night of the slaying and that she 
knew there had been nothing wrong 
in the relations between the defend- 
ants. 
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Shot Down at Garage Door. 


Sheriff Willis was shot down at the) 
door of his garage about midnight of ! 


June 11. Three days later Townsend | 


was arrested, and after a lapse of a few 
more days Mrs. Willis was taken into 
custody. 

The State sought to convict the 
widow and the former war comrade ol 
Willis by a chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence. Foot prints of & man and a 
woman in the Willis garage were the 
main link by which the investigating 
and prosecuting officérs tried to con- 
nect the defendants directly with the 
slaying. 

It was argued to the Jury that Sheriff 
Willis had been shot when he returned 
home earlier than expected and found 
his wife and the deputy in the garage 

The defense was an alibi. Townsend 
produced witnesses that he had just 
been discharged from a hospital follow- 
ing a minor operation a few hours be- 
fore the tragedy. Physicians swore he 
was in such condition he could not have 
done the things the State contended. 

Jfrs. Willis claimed to hare gone 
home about 9:30 o’clock and to have 
retired.

NEW CHANGES DELAY 
SCHNEIDER CUP AERO 


Pontoon Problem Must Be 
Settied Today if Plane 
Is to Compete. 


Port Washington, N. Y., Sept. 
(A.P.).—Lieut. Alford J. Williams, jr., 
and his Navy aviation advisers were 
wrestling with problems of adjustments 
to his speed plane tonight, the sdlu- 
tion of which will decide whether the 
United States will be represented this 
year in the Schneider cup races at 
Venice, Italy. 

The decision must be made tomor- 
row if the filer and his plane are to go 
to Italy on the cruiser Trenton, which 
the Navy has placed at his disposal.

A series Of adjustments, entailed 
when it was decided to change the 
plane from a land to sea type, have 
delayed necessary tests. First, a change 
of pontoons was deemed necessary, and 
then the entire nose of the plane was 
rebuilt from blunt to torpedo shape. 
This in turn created a new problem 
that made further adjustments of the 
pontoons apparently mecessary and 
this is the problem that has not been 
settled. 

Lieut. Williams took the plane aloft 
today for a brief flight. He said the 
change had increased the plane’s speed, 
but brought the pontoon problem to 
the fore again.

The resolution was held over, under 
the rules, and will be formally voted 
upon at the next meeting. 

The “contiguous territory” referred 
to was not defined, either in the reso- 
lution itself or in the discussion which 
followed. Taken in conjunction with 
1ecent agitation looking to the in- 
corporation of Arlington County, how- 
ever, this appears tO be a move to fore- 
stall action on the part of the county, 
which would interfere with future ex- 
pansion of Alexandria. 

Should the county incorporate, ac- 
cording to members of the council, the 
Only possidle expansion for the city 
would then be in the direction of 
Seminary Hill, entirely in Fairfax 
County. ' 


Survey Held Necessary. 


The procedure necessary is under- 
Stood to be the making of a survey, and 
the exact definition of the territory 
desired to be annexed, after which the 
governor will be asked to appoint three 
judges, who will hear the petition for 
annexation, their decision being sub- 
ject to confirmation or reversal by the 
State Supreme Court of Appeals. When 
Alexandria sought to annex additional 
territory, nearly twenty years ago, a 
hearing was had before three judges, 
who denied the petition. An appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Court of the 
State, which reversed this decision, and 
awarded to the city territory situated 
in both Arlington (then Alexandria 
County) and Fairfax County. 

Since that time the villages of Del 
Ray and St. Elmo have been incor- 
porated into the town of Potomac, and 
there is a strip of territory, about one- 
third of a mile in width, between the 
lines of Potomac and Alexandria, which 
does not belong to either corporation. 
The old almshouse property, which be- 
longs tothe City of Alexandria, and 
which was recently offered for sale but 
withdrawn later, lies in this strip. 

The question of annexing additional 


territory has been discussed informally 
many times, but no definite action has 
heretofore been taken. Mayor William 
Aibert Smoot last night declined to 
comment on the resolution, which ap- 
pears to have come in the nature of 
@ surprise to the members of the 
council. 
School Site Purchased. 


The city manager reported that a lot 
on Russell road, between Morgan placc 
and the north line of Rosemont, sec- 
tion 2, has been purchased for a new 
scheol in Rosemont to replace the 
West End School, which property has 
been disposed of. Manager Morton was 
instructed to inform the school board 
of the purchase and to ask that body 
for recommendations as to the type 
of school building desired to be con- 
structed. It is understood the State 
school architect will be askéd to sub- 
mit plans and estimates for the build- 
ing. 

A report was submitted by the city 
manager on the recent request of prop- 
erty owners that the lot on the north 
side of Cameron street, between Henry 
and Fayette streets, which has been 
used as a city material yard, be cleaned 
up, in which he stated the city forces 
have practically completed the removal 
of city material, and that he has re- 
quested the Richmond, Fredericksburg 
& Potomac Railroad Co. to remove ma- 
terial which that company has stored 
there, 

The city manager was instructed to 
draft an ordinace to govern the installa- 
tion and operation of fuel oil planis 
within the city limits, which will be 
submitted at the next mecting.

Overseas Caps Everywhere;

New York, Sept. 8 (A.P.).—The Har- 
bor rang with merriment today as six 
great liners steamed gaily off for France 
with 6,000 passengers, who a decade 
ago silently put forth in somber troop- 
ships. 

It was the advance guard of the 
American Legion leaving to hold its 
annual convention this year in a Paris 
that has changed since the legion- 
naires knew it, from an armed camp 
to a city happy in peace. 

Three more liners will sail tomor- 
row, and on Saturday the Leviathan, 
the flagship of the legion, will sail, 
carrying an additional 6,000 former 
doughboys, accompanied by 2,000 gold 
star mothers and war widows. 

The old banners that were carried 
aboard the troop ships ten years ago 
again are crossing the waters, no longer 
bright and new, but bearing tales of 
sacrifice and heroism rather than prom- 
ises. 

Many Overseas Caps. 


Veterans of every color and class 
from every corner of the United States 
erowded the liners. A few wore the 
drab uniforms carefully preserved since 
the days of war, while, in contrast, 
many wore picturesque costumes in 
gay colors. The old overseas caps were 
everywhere in evidence. 

Despite the contagious § carnival 
spirit there was not so much con- 
fusion attending the embarking of the 
former doughboys as there is at the 
sailing of any regular tourist vessel, 
for the old spirit of military precision 
seemed instinctively to govern them 
still. 

The vessels leaving today were the 
Tuscania, the Antonia, Scythia and 
Caronia of the Cunard Line, the De 
Grasse of the French Lne, and the Cale-

Youth, in Seattle, Agrees to. 
Drop His Fight Against 
' Extradition. 


FATHER IS POSITIVE 
OF SON’S INNOCENCE 


Streator Police Chief Sees In- 
sanity Only Defense; Lad 
“Queer,” He Says. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 8 (A.P.).—Harry 
dapper 22-year-old son of a 
wealthy surgeon of Streator, Ill., was | 
ready tonight to go back to his home| 
town to try to clear himself of charges | 
that he killed his mother. 


In contrast to Hill’s hurried and lone 
flight in his automobile when he read 
in a Streator newspaper that his 
mother’s body had been found in a 
shallow grave in the cellar of their 
home, the young prisoner was to be 
accompanied on the return trip by! 
his father and three Illinois peace of- 
ficers. 

Announcement that Hill would re- 
turn to Streator without legal resis- 
tance came after Hill, through attor- 
neys engaged by his father, Dr. H. C. 
Hill, to defend him here, had waived 
extradition. This decision made pos- 
sible an.earlier return to Illinois than 
the officers anticipated as the extradi- 
tion papers had not arrived from Illi- 
nois and legal action had been set in 
motion by the defense to delay the re- 
moval of the prisoner. 


Firm in His Denials. 


Young Hill was as firm as ever 
his denials that he is guilty of the 
crime of which he is accused. His | 
father was equally positive in his ex- 
pression of confidence in his son's in- | 
nocence, and offered an explanation | 
of the precipitous flight of the youth. | 

“I want to say at this time that my 
son, who was in Streator on that Tues- 
day night (August 23) when he was 
accused by a coroner’s jury of slaying 
his mother became panic stricken and 
the poor lad, without knowing why, 
ran away,” Dr. Hill said. 

“Common sense afterward came to 
his rescue, and when he reached Seat- 
tle he realized how foolish he had | 
been. Here he sold his automobile and | 
purchased a motor bus ticket for San | 
Francisco, from which place he was go- 
ing to return to Streator. He had de- 
cided to come back and face trial. 

“He has nothing to hide. Harry is 
going back of his own accord, and I 
am going with him. Anything I have 
is his, to win a complete vindication 
for him.” 

The bus ticket was found among the 
prisoner’s personal effects taken from 
him at the time of his arrest. 


Doubts Youth's 


Chief of Police William Robb, of 
Streator; Sheriff Floyd S. Clark and 
Assistant State’s Attorney Chester Ja- 
cobson will accompany the father and 
son. 

The officers said they believed the 
extradition papers, which are overdue, 
had been lost somewhere between here 
and Chicago. Chief Robb intimated 
evidence against 
the youth was complete and his only 
possible defense was to plead insanity. 

“There is no ‘out’ for him on an 
alibi,” Robb said. “The State believes 
it can readily establish a motive and 
there has been no pretense-of setting 
up a theory of any other than Harry 
Hill being the murderer. Only insan- 
ity, in my opinion, can be offered in 
his defense. 

“When I talked to and observed Hill 
yesterday, I was struck with his queer 
actions; he didn’t seem to appreciate 
at all what he was up against; the 
way he grinned at us and generally 
conducted himself was not normal.”

BY ROYAL WINDSOR 
TO BE ATTEMPTED 


Backers of Plane Advise the 
Fliers Not to Take Risk 
of Flight to England. 


WORLD-WIDE PROTEST 
AGAINST OCEAN HOPS 
Spain Curbs Aviators; Berlin 
| Urges Aspirants to 
Abandon Plans. 


| St. Johns, N. F., Sept. 8 (A.P.).—Phil 
| Wood and “Duke” Schiller, Windsor-to- 
Windsor fliers who had planned to re- 
| main in this city until tomorrow, sud- 
| denly changed their plans tonight and 
returned to Harbor Grace, announcing 
that they intend to embark tomor- 
row on a search for the Old Glory 
plane and its occupants. 


Persons who talked with the fliers 
before they left St. Johns believed that 
Wood and Schiller would attempt the 
transatlantic flight, looking for signs 
of the Old Glory on the way. Wood and 
Schiller admitted thet the backers of 
the flight, as well as all who spoke to 
them here, urged them to abandon 
their expedition in view of the recent 
air fatalities. 


The fliers, who had maintained up 
to tonight that the London-to-London 
plane, Sir John Carling, would cross 
the Atlantic safely, reluctantly admitted 
that the plane probably was lost. They 
said it would be useless to conduct a 
search for the Carling since nothing 
was known of her position. 

Wood and Schiller said they believed 
the Old Glory, in leaving the sho--7s 
of Newfoundland in her attempted 
nonstop flight from Old Orchard, Maine, 
to Rome, took a more southerly course 
across the Atlantic than had been gen- 
erally supposed, and*that for this rea- 
son the liners which csponded to th? 
S OS call missed the place where they 
came down, 

Late last night the Windsor-to-Wind- 
sor fliers offered to make a search by 
air for the missing plane, but later con- 
cluded that such a step would be vain 
after several liners had covered the 
area. Tonight after further study of 
the probable course followed by Old 
Glory, they made known \eir new deci- 
sion. 


Backers Oppose Trip.

Berlin, Sept. 8 (A.P.).—Three Ger- 
man aspirants for transatlantic flying 
honors arrived in Berlin today simul- 
taneously, and this was interpreted in 
flying circles as meaning that the gov- 
ernment was likely to impress on Ger- 
man aviators the grave risk involved 
in hopping off so late in the season, 

The fliers who came here today were 
Hermann Koehl, pilot of the Bremen; 
Baron Gunther von Huenfeld, the 
Bremen’s passenger, and Otto Koen- 
necke. 

The transportation ministry, it was 
assumed in aviation circles, would use 
moral suasion on the fliers to prevent 
them from taking undue risks. 

Madrid, t. 8 (A.P.).—It is under- 
stood that the Spanish government will 
not sanction further airplane flights 
unless they are planned in great detail, 
and only when made with some prac- 
tical result in view. 


Protests World-Wide. 

New York, Sept. 8 (A.P.).—An inter- 
national demand for a check on spec- 
tacular airplane stunt flights followed 
today in the wake of the disappearance 
within the last year of eighteen trans- 
oceanic fliers and the death of seven 
men in overseas flight preparations. 

Statements of aviation authorities in 
this country and in Italy and press 
comment in England and Germany dep- 
recated the feasibility of long-distance 
overwater hops, and continued protests 
against allowing aviators to fly into 
“foolhardy” adventures. 

The reaction against spectacular fly- 
ing became evident when six men and 
one woman were lost in the Dole trans- 
pacific derby, and was emphasized with 
the disappearance of the monoplane 
Old Glory in the North Atlantic yester- 
day. 

Protests have been heard from the 
Guggenheim fund for the promotion 
of aeronautics, weather authorities here 
and in England, newspapers in some of 
the leading cities of the world, from 
William Randolph Hearst, backer of the 
Old Glory flight, and of the Golden 
Eagle in which two men disappeared in 
the Dole derby, and from friends anr 
relatives of William S. Brock and Ed- 
ward F. Schlee, who face a hop across 
the Pacific before the end of their 
around-the-world flight. 
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from the time she passed out over the 
sea, it was impossible even to esti- 
mate the probable general position of. 
its disaster, if disaster there was. 

Optimists saw some hope for the two 
planes in the amount of gasoline they 
carried. Old Glory’s gas could have 
kept her in the afr—if she did not 
plunge in the sea after her S O S— 
until 8 o’clock tonight. The Carling’s 
supply might keep her up until 4 
o’clock tomorrow morning. 

Less hopeful persons argued that if 
either plane was still in the air to- 
night it’ surely would have reached 
land. Had Old Glory continued on its 
course after the S O 5S it should have 
crossed the Irish coast at 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon; the Carling should 
have got there early this morning. 


30 Liners On Ocean at Time. 

Thirty great liners were on the North 
Atlantic while the flights were in 
progress and shipping men believed 
that had either plane crossed the sea 
it would have been sighted surely once 
and probably many times, They point- 
ed out that Old Glory had progressed 
hardly 300 miles over the water be- 
fore it was sighted by the steamer 
California, 

The search for Old Glory was spurred, 
if anything can spur the traditional 
zeal of men of the sea in rescue work, 
by the offer of a $25,000 reward to the 
crew saving the plane’s occupants, made 
by Hearst. 

The futility that the searchers felt, 
however, was expressed for all in a 
wireless sent to his offices by Capt.

“Little Hope of Survival.” 


“Have searched area without result,” 
the message read. “Feel little hope of 
survival in view of rough sea at time 
of casualty.

“Regret search for missing plane Ola

After these two had left three ships 
remained, but there was little hope 
that they would find anything. 

For the John Carling not one boat 
turned from its course, for there was 
nothing to tell which way to turn or 
where to go.

It is a cable 
station link for communication. across 
the Pacific, and the only people on the 
islet are some 25 cable company em- 
ployes. 

There is no radio beacon to guide 
airplanes or ships, but only a light- 
house, whose beam may be seen 20 
miles on clear nights by shipping. 

Between Japan and Hawaii rolls a 
desert of water, spotted only by the 
Midways and a few patches of water- 
washed coral reef. 

If expert navigation located the Mid- 
ways, say those familiar with the islets, 
@ seaplane might have a chance to 
alight within the lagoon and to take 
off again, but they concede no chance 
to a plane equipped with wheels for 
alighting and taking off.

New York, Sept. 8 (A.P.).—Miles 
Stedman, first officer of the Leviathan, 
who says that he helped plot the course 
to be followed by tthe now missing 


monoplane Old Glory, today declared 
that in his opinion steamers searching 
for the plane are cruising many miles 
too far north, 

The last S O S calls from the giant 
Fokker, carrying pilots Bertaud and 
Hill and Philip A. Payne, passenger, 
gave its position as close to the great 
circle route. Stedman, who says he 
and Bertaud carefully plotted the trans- 
atlantic air route of the Old Glory, be- 
lieves that the plane was actually about 
15 miles south of the great circle. 

Stedman ~xplains this variation by 
disclosing that the great circle route 
was to be abandoned by the Old Glory 
On passing St. Johns, Newfoundland, 
and a true course laid for Bordeaux, 
France. Such procedure, he said, would 
place the plane after five hours’ flight 
from Newfoundland in a position lati- 
tude 47.5 north, longitude 4.12 west. 

Waters scanned by steamers search- 
ing for the plane in the past two days 
have been in the vicinity of latitude 
49.30 north, longitude 41 west.

The first step in the fight against | 
the Washington board will take place a |

Unless the Senate is satisfied with the 
people’s choice, the election is made void. by 
sefzing upon this new scheme of usurpation of 
power, a majority in the. Senate can change 
the complexion of that body, or deny to States 
any representation whatever. 

This usurpation of State’s rights is excused 
om the ground that the Senate must necessarily 
have the right to exclude unfit persons. There 
is no warrant whatever for this novel claim. It 
has no standing under the Constitution. The 
pepple of a State are not answerable under the 
Cdnstitution for the kind of men they elect to 
the Senate. If the constitutional qualifications 
are complied with, the man elected by a State 
is as much entitled to his seat as if he were the 
unanimous choice of all the people of the 
United States. The question of his fitness or 
unfitness has been already passed upon by the 
only authority that exists under the Constitu- 
tign—the people of his State. When the Sen- 
ate presumes to usurp the authority to deter- 
mine the fitness of a duly elected senator it 
takes a long step toward the disruption of ths 
Ution. The right of every State to two sen- 
atbrs of its own choosing is the foundation 
stone of national unity.

‘Mr. Hitchcock has other ideas. He would 
write a platform which would occupy only six 
inches of a newspaper column, “‘so clear that 
all could understand it, and so.practical that 
itiwould mean relief to the millions of people 
néw discriminated against.’ It is evident that 
in this respect the Nebraska politician is in 
search of the millennium. No political conven- 
tidn yet devised can refrain from using at least 
sik inches of space in the guise of a few intro- 
dictory platform remarks; clarity is a virtue 
.tHat most platform buildérs seek to avoid and 
ptacticality is, in the terms of a platform, a 
synonym for expediency. 

‘The ends that Mr. Hitchcock seeks to reach 
would, he believes, be served by limiting the 
platform to a declaration upon the tariff ques- 
| ion. He would “attack excessive and prohibi- 
‘tory tariff taxes.” This is a, full sounding 
‘phrase, but one which may not attract many 
followers, even in the former senator’s own 
| iparty. The tariff is attacked by more Demo- 
'erpts upon the stump than when the revenue 
: law is before Congress. Few communities in 
the United States today fail to benefit in some 
fashion from the policy of protection, which 
‘is now an.established part of the theory of 
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government. Democratic representatives, who 
seek to benefit industries within their particu- 
lar constituencies, may talk of “‘tariff for reve- 
nue only” when it concerns some other section 
of the country, but for their own. bailiwicks 


‘they favor rates as high as they can get them. 


It may be that Mr. Hitchcock has been too 
long from the scene of public affairs. He may 
picture the Democratic party of another ger- 
eration, when its members talked of free 
trade and cures of a similar sort for the body 
politic. He will, upon investigation, find con- 
ditions different today. The tariff would pro- 
vide an almost indistinguishable issue between 
the two parties. There would be no red fire 
burned in such a cause. Assault upon the 
tariff might, in fact, cause more perturbation 
in Democratic strongholds, where there are in- 
deed infant industries, than in the strongholds 
of protection, where industry has become too 
well established to fear any sort of competition. 


MORE FLIGHT TRAGEDIES, 


The latest tragedies to befall aviation—the 
loss of the Rome-bound Old Glory bearing 
three men and the London-bound Sir John 
Carling carrying a crew of two—have served 
to unleash vehement protest against stunt 


flying. Not only in the United States, but in 
England, Germany and Italy as well, the press 
and prominent figures identified with aviation 
have not been backward in expressing their 
views. The general feeling everywhere is that 
while it would be wrong to attempt to dis- 
courage genuine enterprise, and while aviation 
has been developed to its present point only 
through the courage and sacrifice of pioneers, 
repetition, with the same or inferior equip- 
ment, of flights already accomplished, demon- 
strates nothing and serves only to hinder the 
progress of aviation, 

By now it appears certain that Old Glory 
has been lost, and that Lloyd Bertaud and J. D. 
Hill, her pilots, and Philip Payne, her passen- 
ger, have joined the company of 22 others 
whose lives have been sacrificed in attempts 
to span the oceans through the air. The Sir 
John Carling, which took off from. Harbor 
Grace early Wednesday morning, is long over- 
due, and if she, too, is lost, the names of Capt. 
Terry Tully and Lieut. James Medcalf, her 
crew, will swell the list of those killed in 
similar ventures since the fall of 1926 to 27. 

The seas since time immemorial have con- 
stituted a challenge to man, and it is as idle 
to talk of prohibiting transoceanic flights to- 
day as it would have been futile to attempt to 
halt the voyages of,adventure undertaken by 
the Norsemen. Yet the tragedies of the sum- 
mer demand attention. Lives have been lost 
which otherwise might have been of more than 
average importance in the development of the 
science of flying. Hardy souls have perished, 
which the world could not well afford to lose. 
Until planes can be built with far greater 
margins of safety, it would be far better for 
aviation if no others would attempt long dis- 
tance flights from which nothing is to be 
gained, 


RINGSIDE SEATS. 


It becomes increasingly apparent that a city 
can not partake of a heavyweight champion- 
ship without suffering from some form of civic 
indigestion. The dish, as developed by Tex 
Rickard, is too large and too heavily seasoned 
to be absorbed by a municipality without com- 
plaint. The extraction of $3,000,000 from the 
citizenry can not be painless. Some of the 
groans come beforehand and others follow, 
but the ailment sets in as soon as the con- 
tracts have been signed and the site selected. 

Chicago’s difficulties for the moment are con- 
cerned with tickets, and more particularly 
those which call for ringside seats at the spec- 
tacle now only about two weeks off. There 
was a day in the history of professional pusgil- 
ism when a ringside seat was a fairly definite 
and stable sort of a thing. Now it may be 
anything, even a floating chair, as was the 
case at Philadelphia. Normally the ring is 
20 feet square. Within twenty rows of it on 
all four sides choice seats may be placed. 
These used to constitute the ringside seats, 
but that was before the era of Rickard. Under 
his ministrations ringside seats have grown 
and flourished, both in price and number. It 
is now possible to pay for a ringside seat, and 
still be so far away as to see nothing without 
the aid of strong glasses. 

The ringside problem has been magnified at 
Chicago. Soldiers Field, in the center of which 
the ring will be pitched, is the largest stadium 
ever given over to the pursuit of fistiana. The 
possibility of placing and selling ringside seats 
is just as much greater as the limits of Sol- 
diers Field surpass those of any previously 
used arena. It has been established that some 
of those who have contributed $40 to Tex 
Rickard, Gene Tunney and Jack Dempsey will 
be 75 yards from the scene of action. There 
are still other seats, but to the occupants of 
these the fight will be neither as accessible 
nor as actual as to the man with his radio 
set. They are selling, but for the same reason 
that inspired one purchaser, who said: ‘Give 
me a $5 seat. I want to see the crowd.” 


THE TIPPING GRAFT. 


The total personnel of the porter and maid 
service of the Pullman Car Co., as reported to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission last year, 
was 10,990. As maids are employed only on 
extra fare trains, and there are comparatively 
few of that type, it is safe to assert that there 
are in the employ of the sleeping car company 
10,000 colored men who are known individu- 
ally and collectively as ‘“‘George.” Just why 
these hard-working men should have been 
saddled with the Christian name of so many of 
England’s kings is past finding out. But they 
continue to respond to ‘‘George’ when ad- 
dressed by 96.5 per cent of the passengers 
whose shoes they shine in the early hours of 
the morning. 

The highest pay received by the namesake 
of the Hanoverian family is $72.50 a month. 
That is the wage paid by the Pullman Co., 
but the patrons of that company dig into their 
pockets to the tune of $7,000,000 each year 
in addition, not because they desire to do so, 
but for the simple reason that they can not 
resist the gentle “touch” which ‘‘George” adds 
in the morning just as the train is pulling into 
the terminal. The 10,000-odd maids and 
porters are represented before the commission 
this week by some of their ablest advocates, 
who ask that the company be compelied to pay 
them living wages, so that they may cease to 
appear as an army of mendicants. They inti- 
mate that the Pullman company ought to be 
required to pay $150 as monthly compensation 
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for the services of each of them, and they 
further suggest that if the commission will 
bring the company to its senses in this respect 
the “Georges” will no longer be compelled to 
bend the “hinges of the knee that thrift may 
follow fawning.” 

And just when Pullman porters are arising 
out of their bondage comes a Macedonian cry 
from the hotel dining room employes for wages 
which will make it unnecessary for them to 
depend upon the generosity of those whom they 
serve for the means of supporting their 
families. Much space in the New York news- 
papers has been filled recently with discussions 
of the tipping evil. From the waiters’ stand- 
point the situation may be summed up very 
clearly by one of them, Louis Renreok, evi- 
dently a man of education, who in a letter to 
the Times says: “The proprietors (of hotels 
and restaurants) can abolish the tipping system 
whenever. they get ready. The tip is money 
which the customer gives to a waiter in order 
that the proprietor may pay low wages.”’ 

Yet in spite of the agitation tipping will 
continue. It always has and always will be 
the custom of the served to reward the servitor,

TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES. 


John M. Fitzgerald, New York railroad man, 
in an address delivered recently before the 
Washington Rotary Club, said that motor car 
and aerial transportation should be supple- 
mental and not competitive to the great pro- 


ducer of mass transportation—the railroads. 
Within certain limits, he added, motor car and 
aerial transportation are economically sound, 
but beyond that limit they are duplication of 
service and a waste to the public. 

The growth of motor bus and truck trans- 
portation during the last five years has caused 
considerable apprehension in railroad circles. 
Undoubtedly, the newer agencies have lured a 
good deal of business their way. Now that the 
airplane suddenly has appeared on the horizon 
as a serious competitor to other established 
transportation agencies, the feeling of uneasi- 
ness has increased somewhat. Yet, there is 
no genuine reason to bellfeve that the railroad 
ever will suffer because of the advent of new 
types of carriers. 

It should be remembered that the railroads 
are established agencies—that there no longer 
is anything experimental in their methods. 
Thev have terminals, well-conditioned equip- 
ment, ticket agencies located everywhere— 
everything necessary to make transportation 
available to the great bulk of the population. 
In addition, particularly on long hauls, no 
other agency can compete with them from the 
cost standpoint. 

For a while buses and trucks robbed the 
roads of revenue. Later the railroads brought 
motor transportation into their own organiza- 
tions, with the result that it developed business 
rather than drove it away. Feeder lines, co- 
ordinated coach and rail service, still are in 
their infancy, although even thus far it is ap- 
parent that they will bring increased revenues 
to the older carriers. The airplane, as far 
as the railroads are concerned, probably will 
duplicate the situation caused by the motor 
bus, finally to come into every-day use only 
when cost means nothing and speed is of para- 
mount importance. The inflexible laws of 
economics will govern and shape the final de- 
velopment of the American transportation ma- 
chine, and the bus, the plane, and certainly the 
railroad, will find in it their proper place.

Once in a time or so a supper is a 
pleasant relief from the long-standing 
dinner that is our usual evening meal, 
This is unashamedly a supper menu, 
composed of supper dishes. It. spells 
less labor for the lady of the house 
whose duty it is to prepare our daily 
bread, and for a change it spells novelty 
by way of a cheese dish rather than 
meat. Here are the recipes, including 
a baked custard.

Baked Cheese. 

Have at hand three cupfuls of grated) 
mild American cheese and one cup of 
grated stale bread crumbs. Butter a 
baking dish, prefreably glass, and place 
one-third of the criambs in the bottom 
im am even layer. Cover with one cup 
of the cheese and then add a layer of 
sliced tomatoes (fresh and from which 


‘the skin has not been removed). Sprin- 


&le with salt and pepper and a few 


grains of red pepper and dot over with 
bacon which has been cut in tiny 
squares. Repeat until all of the ma- 
terials are used. Three tomatoes will 
suffice for this dish, one tomato to a 
layer in most instances. Cover the top 
with a sprinkling of paprika and very 
gently pour sweet milk into the dish 
until it is to be seen through the top 
layer. ‘Dot the top with butter and 


_bake in a moderate oven for a half hour. 
Serve in the dish in which it is baked. 
It preferred when baked, the mixtu:e 


/may be served on squares of toast from 
which the crusts have been removed. 


Graham Muffins. 


Mix one cupful of graham flour, 
three-fourths of a cupful of sifted white 
flour, one teaspoonful of salt, five tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder and one- 
fourth cupful of sugar. Add to this 
mixture one egg well beaten, one cupful 
of sweet milk and lastly three table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter. Bake for 
20 minutes in buttered gem pans in a 
moderate oven. They are delicious. 


Baked Custard. 


Beat four eggs slightly and add to 
them six tablespoonfuls of sugar, a 
scant one-fourth teaspoonful of salt, a 
few gratings of nutmeg and three cup- 
fuls of cold sweet milk. Mix together 
and turn into a glass baking dish which 
is in turn to be placed in a larger dish 
of water. Place the custard thus ar- 
ranged in a slow oven and allowed to 
bake with an even heat until a silver 
knife may be inserted and drawn from 
the substance clean. If semiliquid cus- 
tard adheres to the knife it is not suf- 
ficiently cooked. Too hot an oven or 
too long cooking causes custard to 
whey. Never let the water in the lower 
pan reach the boiling point.

COOL HANDS. 


ETTERS asking for help with the 
L problem of perspiring hands have 
been more frequent than ever of 
late. And, surely, an exaggeration of 
this natural function is embarrassing 
and fully able to ruin an otherwise 
perfect evening of dancing. 
Overaction of the sweat glands is 
often caused by nervousness; and be- 
cause this cause is the most deep- 


seated, people so afflicted will have to 
try earnestly to overcome that tendency. 
The diet must be regulated also, and 
the quantity of heating foods reduced 
to a minimum, Meat, starches, sweets 
and greasy foods are included in that 
category. 

The little temperature nerves under 
the skin welcome the tepid bath in 
place of the hot bath usually indulged 
in during the cold months; and such 
a bath, taken morning and night, 
regulates the expelling of waste (per- 
spiration) from the pores, and a cooler 
mental attitude is actually achieved 
thereby. 

The offending damp hands should 
be soaked at least five minutes every 
day in cold water with enough tinc- 
ture of benzoin added to make a milky 
solution. Hand creams*or greasy lo- 
tions should be avoided. The follow- 
ing lotion, which may be made at 
your home or by your druggist, should 
be applied to the hands three times | 
a day, after they have been washed 
and dried.

“PERSONAL HYGIENE FOR WOMEN.”

cipal major was to tell women how to 
continue at work (or play) without 
dropping out every month for two or 
three days’ sickness absenteeism. In 
their competition with men, women were 
being compelled to accept less pay and 
to take the worse end of it partly be- 
cause of this limination. A perfectly 
normal function, which should entail no 
hardship, had been given the name sick- 
ness, and women were paying the pen- 
alty. 

A part of the trouble lay with women 
themselves. They had accepted the name 
and were acting the part. The mod- 
erate but bearable amount of discom- 
fort lent itself to the role of sickness 
and being sick. As a further basis for 
the assumption that this was a sickness, 
a small number of women do have pelvic 
pathology which results in symptoms 
that are properly called a sickness. 

As a part of this objective it was 
hoped that women might be induced to 
stop using whisky, aspirin or other pow- 
erful and harmful drugs at that time. 


A second, somewhat important objec- 
tive, was to tell elderly women that the 
discomfort occurring at the time of the 
change of life was not a serious condi-

This hand 
presents practically the minimum re- 
quirement for a two-suit No Trumper; 
namely, four sure, tricks in two strong,

No. 15. One Spade. The same high- 
card strength as in No. 14. In this 
hand a Spade bid is permissible because 
it has four Spades (a long suit), while 
No. 14 has but three Spades (a short 
suit). The two-suit No Trumper is a 
dernier ressort when a hand has four 
quick tricks (too strong to pass) and 
has no strong, long suit; with two un- 
stopped suits, a four-card suit-bid is 
much more desirable.

12,692,000 Bales Forecast 
as Crop After Month 
of Plague. 


(Associated Press.) 
Bol! weevils ravaged the cotton crop 
the present damage to 
squares and bolls being very great. tie 
Department of Agriculture announced 
yesterday in its September cotton re- 
port, which forecast this year's crop at 
12,692,000 equivalent 500-pound bales. 


Indications are that production will be | 


5.250,000 bales less than last year's 
record crop. Prospects declined 800,000 
bales since the August forecast, when 
indications pointed to a crop of $13,- 
492,000 bales 

Wet weather over much of the cot- 
ton belt was decidedly favorable to the 


' increase of the boll weevil, and infesta- 


} tion increased materially in all infested 


sections. Weevil damage is much worse 
North Carolina than in previous 
years, the department said, while the 
weevils are sufficiently numerous in 


northwestern South Carolina to prevent 


in 


any further cotton being made during | 


the remainder of the season. There was 
continued weevil ‘damage in south 
Cieorgia, and the area of heavy damage 
extended northward during Auguat 

In Alabama weevil infestations were 
reported the heaviest since 1923, bul 
the crop is cariier.and more cotton al- 
ready has been made than tn former 
years of heavy damage. Infestation is 
now quite gencral in Mississippi and 
Louisiana.

Tilden, with.an attack of dazzling brilliancy, outstroked and outplayed Cochet 


_in four thrilling sets, decided by scores of 6—4, 2—6, 6—2, 8—6, after the 


machine-like game of Rene Lacoste had crushed “Little Bill’ Johnston by the 


stunningly decisive count of 6—3, 6—2, 


6—2. 


Johnston’s route was as tragic and®@the court, “scrambling” as he puts it, 


complete as Tilden’s triumph was spec- 
tacular. The little Californian was 
only a shadow of his former self, lack- 
ing control as well as power in a vain 
fight against the flawless defense and 
tactics of Lacoste. 

Tilden, in contrast, seldom has 
reached such astonishing heights of 
stroking genius. Slumping now and 
then, especially in the second set, he 
always was able to lift his game to 
brilliant heights to outvolley, outdrive 
and outmaneuver France’s most bril- 
liant performer. 

Tilden, as a result, is the rock upon 
which rested tonight America’s hopes 
of successfully defending the Davis 


| Cup in the face of the most formidable 
| challenge to this country’s team su- 
| premacy in eight years. 


So convinced were America’s strat- 
egists of this, as well as of Johnston’s 
decline, that they switched their plans 
suddenly after today’s play, announcing 
that Francis T. Hunter, instead of 
“Little Bill,” will pair with Tilden in 
the doubles tomorrow against Jacques 
Brugnon and Jean Borotra. 


Four hours previously it had 
been declared Johnston and Tilden 
would carry the entire burden. To 
keep the Davis Cup the Americans 


will need a triumph in the doubles 
tomorrow, as well as a victory "by 
Tilden over Lacoste in Saturday's 
singles, for Johnston, on his form 
today, probably will have a slim 
chance of upsetting Cochet in the 
remaining singles battle.

It was sweet revenge, therefore, for 
the lanky American, as he not only 
broke Cochet’s “spell” over him, but 
proved to an astonished gathering that 
he has come back for the biggest 
battles of his tennis career with all 
his old weapons, all his old mastery of 
stroke at his command. 


It takes a flock of superlatives 
to tell the story of this 34-year- 
old veteran’s victory, how he out- 
dazzled the dazzler, beating youth 
at the Jatter’s own game, and 
bringing to bear a slashing attack 
that rolled up the amazing total 
of 52 aces and placements in four 
sets.

“The sum of at least $10,000 should

forcement of the liquor and gambling 
laws; all expenditures to be under the 
direction of the major and superin- 
tendent of police with the approval of 
the Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia with a distinct understand- 
ing that such sum or any part thereof 
may be expended either for the pur- 
chase of evidence or the payment of 
informers, or both, which procedures 
are absolutely essential to any measure 
of success in securing a reasonable en- 
forcement of the laws referred to. 

“The Detective Bureau should be 
provided with a sufficient number of 
high powered automobiles to enable 
the men assigned thereto to respond 
promptly to all emergency calls and 
to successfully pursue those gu 
crime fleeing in high-powered 
mobiles. 

A limited number of armored or 
semiarmored cars should be available 
with such equipment as machine guns, 
tear gas and other modern equipment 
prepared to answer any emergency and 
to pursue bandits Known to be armed 
and having committed offenses. 

“As is well known, the bandit situa- 
tion throughout the country has be- 
come a grave one. Almost daily the 
newspapers contain accounts of crimes 
committed by such bandits armed with 
the most modern weapons and not 
hesitating to fire upon pursuing offi- 
cers, and it is felt that our peace offi- 
cers should be entitled to such protec- 
tion as an. armored car would afford. 
While the District of Columbia has not 
had this class of criminals to deal 
with heretofore, it is not beyond the 
realm of possibility that the police 
will be called upon to engage in 
pursuit of this class of criminals. 

Would Regulate Guides, 


“In addition the department should 
| be provided with equipment sufficient 
| to maintain several plain clothes squads 
for a constant motor patrol of the bus-

We are not boosting Arlington 
county as we should.” 

M. E. Church, of Falls church, who 
for the last 40 years has been in the 
real estate business in Arlington county, 
said that a few years ago it was hard to

Public Utilities Commission 
Directs Substitution of Rear- 
Exit, One-Man Type. 


OLD EQUIPMENT MAY 
BE REBUILT TO COMPLY 


Net Increase of Single Opera- 
tive Units in District 
Is Not Permitted. 


The Public Utilities Commission yes- 
terday officially adopted an order dl- 
recting the Washington Rallway &| 
Electric Co. to change old-type one- 
man cars on the Anacostia line to new- 
type cars, old cars made over with rear 
exits, or two-man cars, at the same 
time forbidding net increase in the 
mumber of one-man cars in service. 
Following is the text of the order: 

“The commission is of the opinion 
that, as a general principle, one-man 
cars not equipped with the automatic 


treadie rear exits and double front 
doors to permit. of simultaneous en- 
trance and exit do not and cannot give 
satisfactory service for the City of 
Washington. It is therefore 


Replacing Old-Type Cars. 


“Ordered, that within a reasonable 
time the Washington Railway & Elec- 
tric Co. shall discontinue the operation 
on the Anacostia line of any one-man 
cars not equipped with automatic 
treadle rear exits and double front doors 
to permit of simultaneous entrance and 
exit; 

“That, in carrying out this order, the 
company may purchase sufficient cars 
of the type now in use on Wisconsin 
avenue to replace the one-man cars of 
the older type on the Anacostia line 
and may retire from service an equal 
number of the oldest type of one-man 
cars not capable of being equipped with 
automatic treadle rear exits and double 
front doors; or 

“That the company may equip the 
present one-man cars in use on the 
Anacostia line with automatic treadle 
exits and double front doors to per- 
mit of simultaneous entrance and exit; 
or 

“That the company may replace the 
present one-man cars on the Anacostia 
line by standard two-man cars; 


Other Orders of Commission. 


“That the company shall report to 
this commission within fifteen days 
the action !{t elects to take under this 
order and the approximate date by 
which it will be carried into effect. 

“Provided, That nothing in this order 
shall be construed to permit an in- 
crease in the total number of one-man 
cars in use in the District of Columbia.” 

The commission ordered the Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co. to dis- 
mantle and remove an old passenger 
transfer shelter at Nichols avenue and 
Portland street southeast. The Port- 
land street car line has been abandoned 
and inspection showed the shelter to 
be in an unsafe condition.

Judge Schuldt said that in his opin- 
ion having policemen make out their 
complaints and supporting affidavits in 
the stations instead of in person at the 
courthouse would not prove feasible 
and its legality is in doubt. Herbert 
Brown, chief of the Bureau of Effi- 
ciency, said that the judges of the Po- 
lice Court expressed acquiescence in the 
bureau plan before it was submitted to 
the Commissioners.

STREET WORK: REPORT 
SHOWS MUCH WORK 


Highway Division Laid 433,- 
000 Square Yards of Road- 
way Surface in Year. 


The District highway division laid 
433,000 square yards of roadway surface, 
43,000 square yards of sidewalk and 52,- 
000 square yards of alley pavement, be- 
sides removing 351,000 cubic yards of 
earth in grading operations during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, according to 
the annual report of C. B. Hunt, en- 
gineer of highways, submitted to the 
Commissioners yesterday. In addition, 
portions of Eleventh street and Wis- 
consin avenue were widened. The re- 
port says: 

“Nearly 40 items of street paving, 
many of them several squares in length, 
| were executed as well as about ten 
| Street grading items, the latter aggreé- 
| gating about $60,000. The year’s as- 
|phalt resurfacing program has em- 
| braced the proportion of work neces- 
| sary to a four-year program of elimina- 
tion of pavements 30 years old and up- 
ward. 

“Some reduction in the recent heavy 
demand for new sidewalk and alley 
paving was manifested, but not to such 
a degree that our rules for selection of 
items to be authorized could be ma- 
terially modified. Unit costs of con- 
struction work of cuts in street pave- 
ments again exceeded all previous rec- 
ords, total expenditure rising nearly to 
$590,000. Total output of the munici- 
pal asphalt plant was 203,076 cubic 
feet of material.

Allowed in A Section 


Daniel E. Garges, secretary of the 
Board of District Commissioners, yes- 
terday, by instruction of the board, 
wrote to E. S. Hege, telling him that 
the Commissioners refused to accept 
his suggestion that they prevent the 
building inspector from issuing per- 
mits for erection of semidetached 
dwellings on property zoned as A res- 
tricted area.
